Not since 1805 has the sun’s rays 
been partly blotted from the earth 
co m any times. 
It will be the sec­ 
ond tim e of five solar eclipses in 
one year since 1255, and there will 
not be another until 2435.

have been seven eclipses in several

fcur-three combination. 
This year there were two lunar 
and tw'o solar eclipses, none visible 
in the United States.
